Employment of the Nation Now 


At 81 Per 


Cent of Highest Peak 


Forecasting the business and employ- 
ment outlook for the coming summer. a 
survey just completed by the National 
Association of Manufacturers and being 
released this week shows that, the in- 
dustries of the nation are now operating. 
and will continue to operate for the next 
three months. on the remarkably high 
basis of more than &1 per cent of their 
maximum employment capacity 

Nineteen per cent of these plants afe 
now running at their full employment 
capacity, and 29 per cent are operating 
with 90 per cent of their maximum 
forces. Translating this into terms of 
normal business, it is estimated 
that 90 per cent of the plants are today 
on a substantial employment basis and 
operating on a hich production seate 

The a: sent questionnaires to 
2.000 members of its organization in piv- 
otal sections. from the Attintic to the 
Pacific. for an instantaneous reflex of the 
employment situation. The questionnaire 
went to companies with payrolls ranging 
from as small as a dozen hands to com- 
panties with 40.000 employees. Replies 
were received from 2.203 companies, and 
these’ reported that the number of em- 
plovees required in’ their plants to 
maintain maximum capacity was 1.509.- 
920, an average of 685 per company; and

1.227825 or an average of 557 per com- 
pany. This survey encompasses all in- 
dustry and even includes many seasonal 
industries that are now at their lowest 
production scale As compared with 
employment at the same time last vear. 
this actual falline off of less 
than three per cent. in spite of reports 
spread by the perennial pessimists 

The survey covered 23 classifications 
of industry: Agricultural machinery. auto- 
mobiles, automobile accesories, builders’ 
and plumbers’ supplies, chemicals. cloths 
ing. electrical and radio. food, furniture,

glass, hardware and tools. instruments, 
jewelry, leather, lumber. machinery, 


music, printing. potterv and clay, rub- 
ber, steel and iron, textiles and miscel- 
laneous. 

More than a score of plants in various 
lines report running three shifts.

Sold to Collector 


NEW YORK. June 25.—That part of 
his famous library which was not dis- 
posed of in his will to the Congressional 
Library in Washington has been sold by 
the widow of the late Harry Houdini.

Action on Chains and Arbitra- 
tion Deferred—Other Relief 
To Be Sought 


NEW YORK, June 25—Discussion on 
wavs and means of combating chain ex- 
pansion in New Jersey and relieving ex- 
hibitors of arbitration and_ contract 
methods now complained of took part 
at the annual convention of the Motion 
Picture Theater Owners of the State, 
in session this week at Asburv Park. but 
no definite action was decided. Plans 
to launch independents in a fight 
against the chains of New Jersey, of 
which the Stanley Company is the most 
powerful, were deferred until a later 
date. 

Joseph M. Seider. who has fought 
against the distributors and knows the 
insides and outs on contract and arbi 
tration, was elected president of the New 
Jersey organization, succeeding Leon 
Rosenblatt, who becomes __ treasurer. 
Seider was president of the M. P. T. O. 
of N. J. up until about one year ago, 
when he resigned, declaring he needed 
more time to devote to his outside in- 
terests, which include a film delivery 
service. 

Other officers elected were H. P. Nel- 
son, E. Thornton Kelly, Joe Bernstein 
and Charles J. Hindinger, vice-presi- 
dents, and Leon Rosenblatt, Sid Sam- 
uelson, Peter Adams, George Brenner, 
Louis Gold, Ben Davis, I. M. Hirshblond, 
W. C. Hunt. Leo Jeskowitz. I. A. Roth. 
Ben Schindler. Samuel Stiefel and F. A. 
Warren, members of the board of di- 
rectors. 

At the first meeting of the board, the 
question of admission into the organiza- 
tion of distributor-exhibitors will be tak- 
en up in line with similar proposals 
made at the convention of the M. P. T. 


Highlights of the New Jersey conven- 
tion were a heated debate between Jo- 
seph M. Seider and A. Julian Brylawsk!

21. and another suggested to seek ap- 
proval of a plan to have New Jersey 
members sit on New York arbitration 
boards in cases involving New Jersey 
theaters. instead of limiting exhibitor 
membership to the Theater Owners 
Chamber of Commerce.

Then 
unceremoniously the lanky Charlotte 
breaks a plate over the head of one of 
the mashers, annexes his watch and 
false teeth, and the blondes take their 
departure. The comicalities of Miss 
Greenwood are much in evidence; she is 
the mainstay of the skit, altho Sunny 
Dale makes a competent associate. She 
is good to look at and her acting is 
clever. Lon Hascall and Lester Dorr. as 
the feeble and palsied mashers, get their 
quota of satisfaction from the roles. 
Martin Broones looks the part of waiter

Nelson Snow 
then offered an eccentric song and dance, 
Giglio, which got over very nicely; then 
the male team indulged in some nifty 
eccentric dancing.

And His HOTEL ASTOR ORCHESTRA 

Reviewed Monday matinee, June 20. at 
Loew's State Theater, New York. Style 
—Orchestra and singing. Setting—Full 
Stage (cycs.). Time—Twenty-sizr mine 
utes. 

Rich, who made a niche in the local 
“name” field for his unit thru the Hotel 
Astor affiliation, is filling in a summer 
layoff with several three-a-day dates in 
this territory. A splendid aggregation of 
16 instrumentalists, handled with com- 
mendable reserve by the Astor maestro. 
The selection of material is unusually 
good, and in delivery and interpretation 
this improvised act puts to shame a host 
of others playing on this time which are 
propped up in self-assurance by several 
seasons Of vaude. engagements. The un- 
billed boy, assigned to warble several 
verses of Berlin's Russian Lullaby, is a 
find if there ever was one. His voice has 
a sweetness and power that defies con- 
servative description. At this show he 
stopped the proceedings cold, and Rich 

was forced to_call the boy out for at 
least another verse of the bit. In another 
part of the act the guitarist gives an 
obbligato on a pop. theme, and glides 
out thereafter for an eccentric-stepping 
number. This solo bit was also received 
with wild acclaim and came near to 
paralyzing the routine. 

In their ensemble numbers the boys 
also exhibit painstaking preparation and 
talent. From the opening number, Halle- 
lujah, past a medley of Berlin’s bits, 
cov ering the last 10 years on toward the 
finale, “an impression of a trip over the 
sidewalks of New York.” there is evident, 
beyond the least shadow of doubt. that 
Rich does his own arranging, and knows 
his jazz from the drums to fhe sliding 
trombone. With several more specialties 
sandwiched between the ensemble 
routine, this act would be a great fea- 
ture turn for the most particular time.

Acain the old 
American adage about fooling some of 
the people some of the time might be 
applied in that prior to the coming of 
the victrola, the better musical programs 
in the movie theaters and the radio. the 
American public was made to believe it 
knew good music, but the radio is ran- 
idly educating this same public to know 
and appreciate to the fullest extent 
musie of the best quality and to refuse 
to be satisfied with that type formerly 
served to them.

Trained Canaries 


Charles J. Seymour, of Washington, D. 
C., owns a pair of canaries that stand 
on their heads and do other stunts, in 
addition to “smoking” cig arets and pick- 
ing their “teeth” with a toothpick. Mr. 
Seymour. who is a retired vaudeville ac- 
tor, trained his birds to do their stunts 
during his spare hours. The birds, Pete 
and Miss Keith, can now give an inter- 
esting performance. Pete, a tiny yellow 
five-year-old, is of the “top-Knot” va- 
riety. He is said to be brighter and more 
intelligent than Miss Keith. But that 
is natural, as ornithologists claim that 
male canaries are always more intelli- 
gent than females. Miss Keith is four 
and a half years old, and said to be 
somewhat recalcitrant. However, she 
handles a mean cigaret and can do ail 
sorts of stunts 

As the birds are engaged they start off 
their act with a passionate kiss. In fact, 
they steal kisses and bill and coo every 
time they get a chance. but that adds 
interest. Nevertheless the trainer sees 
to it that there is not too much of 
that. One of their most remarkable 
stunts is the balancing act in which 
Pete lies back and holds his 
fiancee a’oft bv his feet. Another one of 
their thrill pulled by Pete when he 
stands on his head while his mate helps 
him maintain his balance. Given a 
cigaret either of the birds will cluch it 
gracefully in one foot while a match 
is placed in the other. Either of them 
will take a cigaret tn the mouth as if 
to smoke it. Pete also likes toothpicks 
and will demonstrate the “picking” pos° 
“Tt takes lots of patience and hour after 
hour of persistence to gét them to know 
what you want them to do,” Mr. Sey- 
mour explains. He uses a secret meth- 
od of training.—The Pathfinder, 
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Circus and Side Show

Louisiana State Fair 
Optimistic for Future 


SHREVEPORT, June 25.—W. R. Hirsch. 
secretary-manager of the Louisiana State 
Fair, has issued the following statement 
giving his opinion of conditions in 
Louisiana as they will affect fairs this 
fall:

major territory being Shreveport and

parish and community fairs draw ther 
patronage. We are, of course, extremely 
grateful for the kindness of Providence 
in the blessing bestowed upon our sec- 
tion thru its escape from the flood 
and also because of the splendid busi- 
ness prospects, Which appear most prom- 
ising for the coming months, indicating 
vnmistakably that general conditions 
will be favorable for our State fair this 
year. But in ur gratitude for the 
escape our territory has had from the 
disastrous waters. we are not tor a 
moment wnmindful of the troubles of 
our neighbors, and we are formulating 
plans for our 1927 exposition with full 
recognition of the magnitude of the 
floods and deepest sympathy for those 
affected by the great disaster. 

“Judging by reports we are receiving 
from the inundated portions of the 
State, in which reside some of our most 
enthusiastic@exhibitors and in which only 
scant production agriculturally may be 
expected this year. the interest of the 
people of those sections in the State 
fair is not slackened. And, of course, 
the State Fair Association will not cur-

| Showmen’s League Notes 


Last week was the ninth anniversir; 
of the most disastrous circus wreck tho: 
ever shocked the show world. About 
tour o'clock on a Saturday morning, June 
1918, the Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus 
train, proceeding from Michigan City to 
Hammond. Ind., its next stand, bad 
stopped just a few outside the 
limits of Gary, Ind. owing to a h

thru the darkness at 50 miles an 
crashed into this section of the circus 
train and plowed its way thru four curs 
and into the fifth before stopping 


In looking thru the old files of Ti. 
Billboard containing an account of the 
wreck, it is with a deep feeling of pride 
Jor the men and woren of the show 
world that one reads of the many heroic 
acts performed in that awful hour 
Tossed from a sound sleep into an in- 
ferno of crashing. splintering wood and 
iron and fire, dazed by the terrible 
catastrophe, these men and women. both 
injured and uninjured. struggied azainst 
impossible odds to save their fellow 
workers, friends and relatives. There 
was no water with which to fight the 
ire and the flames actually scorched the 
hands and clothes of the rescuers before 
they would give up the struggle. It will 
never be known how many were killed or 
burned to death in this wreck, as it wis 
impossible to identify more than a few of 
the boc.es that were recovered. So:ne 
were never recovered. 


Fifty-five. of whom 43 were unidenti- 
tied, are buried in the Showmen's Le:cue 
Rest in one grave Later three more 
were buried here who passed away at the 
hospital after the wreck 


Fifty-eight are now sleeping in beau':- 
ful Woodlawn. A number, wno were in- 
jured, were taken to their homes and 
died later of their injuries and others 
were never heard from, some of whom 
may have left without notice or more 
probably were burned beyond recovery 

Every showman should be proud of the 
part taken by the Showmen’'s League 
“as a body, and of its individual members 
who spent their days and nights in the 
hospitals of Gary and Hammond. 


Fvery showman, who is not a member 
of the Showmen’s League, should join 
that orcanization, not perhaps for any 
material gain or benefit that he micht 
derive. but for the purpose of helping 
to carry on the work being done by the 
league. It is well worth the $10 a year 
aves for any showman to know that he 
is supporting an organization that stands 
ready to help unfortunate brothers. His 
$10 passed out personally would not g9 
far in a case of sickness or death, but 
when added to the $10 of each of our 
1000 members it is a potent power for 
much good.

Of course, every manacer has to pro- 
tect his own interests and we can't ex- 
pect too many concessions 
other fellow. but every 
brother should certainly cive his fellow 
member the courtesy and professional 
consideration he expects himself 


Have a nice letter from the Circus 
Fans’ Association of America Do you 
know what that ts? It is an organiza- 
tion made up of circus fans. Folks who 
love the circus and are banded together 
to promote its interests and keep alive 
its beautiful old traditions. Whr not an 
association of dramatic fans? There are 
plenty of them. of course. for the reper- 
toire show under canvas is getting to be 
an honored institution, and thousands 
of smaller cities and towns look forward 
with pleasure to the annual visit of their 
favorite stock company. Of course. it 
might be some time until our dream of 
a dramatic fans’ organization can be 


realized, but each company can have its 
own private little order of dramatic fans 
in this wav. Every manager in this 


business has at least one good friend in 
every town whom he can rely upon and 
who is interested in keeping his town 
open to clean outdoor attractions 

Appoint this friend as your special 
representative to look after your interest 
between visits. Have him keep his eves 
and ears open in your behalf. and as 
soon as he learns of anything taking 
place in his town that he considers 
detrimental to your interest. wire or 
write vou at once. We saved three good 
towns in this way last season. Often 
our show had plaved these towns and 
taken the customary $1.000.000(%) out, 
the faithful old opposition bug got busy, 
and in a few weeks a cut-and-dried 
shut-out ordinance was drawn up and 
ready to be put over at the next council 
meeting. But thanks to our good friend 
the dramatic fan, we learned of all this 
in plenty of time to send our representa- 
tive to the scene of battle, and when the 
smoke had cleared away America was 
still safe for democracy.

the same town in a single summer, there 


are thousands of boys, as well as girls, 
who have never seen a circus. 

In Knoxville, Tenn., last season, at 
the instance of the writer, The Daily 
News conducted a letter contest, those 
who entered it being children who had 
seen this form of entertainment. and 
hundreds of boys and girls replied, tell- 
ing why they wanted to see Sparks Cir- 
cus. Many of these youngsters saw the 
afternoon performance as guests of The 
Daily News and the circus manegement. 

When the writer made Connellsville. 
Pa., he found a letter addressed to him 
in care of one of the newspapers, stat- 
ing that the pupils of an entire school 
eight miles from that town had never 
seen a circus. and asking that some 
special attention be shown them when 
they attended the matinee as the guests 
of their teachers. Had this school been 
located in some isolated section of the 
mountains of Tennessee or Kentucky. it 
would not have been so unusual to find 
a community in which the entire child 
population had never witnessed a circus 


performance, but Connellsville is in one 
of the most thickly settled sections of 


Pennsylvania, being in the Pittsburch 
district. Needless to say. the children 
and their teachers were given an escort 
by the management of Sparks Circus, 
and made a “personally conducted” tour 
which included every department of 
the show. 

When it comes to the circus, men are 
simply grown-up boys. There ts an edi- 
tor and publisher in Cumberland. Md, 
who invariably spends more of his time 
on the lot than he does at nis desk 
when there is a circus in town. Circus 
day, he declares in the columns o1 his 
paner, is an “illeral holiday”. And he 
likes nothing better than for a circus 
to Sunday in his town. He is in every 
way eligible to membersh'p in the Cir- 
eur Fans’ Association. and I believe he 
has joined that organization. However, 
he is no more enthusiastic than a mum- 
ber of other editors and publishers 
whom I have met. in which connection 
I cannot refrain from mentioning Col 
Henry of The Duluth Herald.

There are “white-haired boys" in 
every village, town and city in. tnis 
country, as well as in Canada, who love 
the circus and upon whom it has a re- 
juvenating influence.

Reviewed Tuesday evening, June 21, at 
the E. F. Albee Theater, Brooklyn. Style 
—Singing. Setting—In one. Time— 
Sirteen minutes. 


If Miss Jeoffrey continues for long in 
the two-a-day—and there is no reason, 
aside from salary considerations that she 
should not—she will have the concert 
warblers making a bee line to the Albee 
houses in an effort to learn the elements 
of stage deportment and carriage from 
a “mere vaudevillian’. Miss Jeoffrey, 
coloratura soprano of distinction, com- 
bined with youth, has been spotted all 
too rarely in these parts. She was last 
caught at this house as a guest act dur- 
ing the N. V. A. Week jamboree. At this 
show she was three-sheeted as a “special 
added attraction”. which shows that the 
K.-A. bookers realize the punch this miss 
carries in her repertoire. 

The routine comprises three-quarters 
classical, with an original arrangement 
of Berlin's What Does It Matter? inter- 
spersed. The latter number, tho it might 
prove disappointing to pop. song fans, 
was probably inserted to demonstrate 
Miss Jeoffrey's vocal versatility. In the 
pop. bit as well as the three classical 
numbers, the girl tackles the higher 
registers and technically difficult varia- 
tions with a serenity and directness that 
is truly refreshing. The straight song 
routine calls for posing, and this she 
complies with, but her demeanor is so 
regulated that all seems a manifestation 
of natural grace and rigid training along 
well-advised lines. 

The opening bit is a technically dif- 
cult one delivered in Galli-Curci style. 
Following is another restrained num- 
ber, marked by more of a lilting twist in 
theme. For a close Miss Jeoffrey offers 
the Norwegian Echo Song, made known 
thru Jenny Lind. In this parting shot 
the youthful songstress combines all the 
splendid qualities dispensed singly in the 
preceding bits. grace. vocal talent of a 
high degree and unusual personality 
The big time needs acts like this.

This mixed team play the xylophone 
in average style and the mystery at- 
tached consists in the illumination of 
the instrument and the movement of 
the xylophone from the back to the 
front of the stage and vice versa under 
electric current. The selections are 
mostly played in darkened stage with 
side lamps showing a red glare. It is 
questionable whether this lighting effect 
is best for the success of the act. This 
reviewer believes full lights would bring 
better results. In one of the numbers 
the male plays the xylophone and the 
woman accompanies on the piano—with 
darkened stage and much: of the effect 
is lost thereby. His xylophone rendition 
of Mighty Lak .a Rose was good enter- 
tainment, but his vocalization of Be- 
cause I Love You lowered the average of 
the turn. He should confine his entire 
routine to the xylophone for he can 
handle the hammers dexterously. The 
lady makes a capable assistant and de- 
serves a word of praise on her own ac- 
count. 

This is an interesting act for the 
family houses, but the mystery and the 
lighting effects don't mean anything 
worth while.

Into each number the _ accomplished 
singer injected dramatic and tragic ex- 
pression that reached the hearts of her 
listeners. Her final number was prob- 
ably the best understood literally, and 
her vocalization of this selection was 
superb. She was enthusiastically en- 
cored, but the artiste evidently believed 
she had fulfilled her desire temporarily, 
and bowed out several times to tu- 
multuous applause.

Eva Fay 


Reviewed at Loew's Orpheum Theater, 
New York. Style—Mentalist. Setting— 
In one and full stage (specials). Time 
—Twenty-two minutes. 


Mrs. Fay ostensibly wears the mantle 
bestowed on her by the late pioneer in 
the mind-reading field, Anna Eva Fay, 
who was said to have begun grooming 
the younger exponent of thauma:urgy 
about 15 years back. Mrs. Fay is well 
known in all sections of the country, but 
her appearances in this city have beer 
comparatively limited. With the impliea 
atmospheric blah discounted, Mrs. Fay 
works with a deftness and skill that de- 


_ fies a challenge from the audience stand- 


point. While her demeanor is consist- 
ently dignified and her talk is pointes 
and carefully framed, an undeniable ur 
dercurrent of marvelous showmanship 
works toward keeping the audience in 
good humor and interest at an even 
level. The last-named point is the hard- 
est one mentalists must tackle, but Mrs. 
Fay dispenses with it with very slight 
eflurt 

On opening. Mrs. Fay appears from 
behind a center-parted curtain, and ex- 
plains that her mission is to “amuse, 
entertain and mystify.” Her male aides 
thereafter disperse themselves into the 
audience, and, in a full-stave setting, 
with the Oriental fixings and incense 
burners aS atmosphere, Mrs. Fay sits on 
her throne, blindfolds her eyes, and is 
ready for the “telepathic” barrage. 


At this show questions were written 
on slips of paper, distributed by the male 
assistants; also on slips brought into the 
house by patrons. The written questions 
were not revealed to the gaze of the as- 
Sistants. Whether for comedy purposes 
or not, Mrs. Fay slipped several answers 
of doubtful wholesomeness into 
her performance. Either Mrs. Fay or the 
Orpheum clientele has a penchant for 
topics concerned with childbirth. Un- 
like Dunninger, Mrs. Fay does not stop 
at mere transference. Dunninger dis- 
claims knowledge of future events, but 
Mrs. Fay, with utmost confidence, ad- 
vises folks of matters to occur years 
hence. During the running time one of 
the assistants does some hoke lecturing 
and plugs for the pamphlet-selling tie- 
up. A strong act for the cheaper neigh- 
borhoods, but it is doubtful whether this 
sort of business, in its present form. will 
pull in a high-class house.

“Coney Island on Wheels” 
(Excerpts from an article by Herbert 


C. Thompson in The New York Times 
Magazine.) 


Everybody out West knows about 
Coney Island. Its very name makes a 
hearty appeal to Western temperament. 
Fifth avenue is not less famous, but its 
aristocratic associations do not harmon- 
ize with Western ideas of a triumphant 
democracy. Broadway with its blazing 
white lights may be a great sight, yet 
think of the aspiring country youths 
and maidens from honest homes who go 
to the city to win fame and lose their 
souls in the jazz of Broadway! Coney 
Island, on the other hand, belongs to 
all America. It is the one spot in the 
vast metropolis where the venturesome 
youth from the range feels that he 
would be perfectly at home and su- 
premely happy.. 

Now, as Coney Island is a long way 
from the sagebrush, shrewd showmen 
or should they not be called philanthro- 
pists?-have taken as much of it as ts 
portable in box cars to the ranch. Every 
spring the mobile Luna Park starts on 
tours of the mountain and inter-moun- 
tain area, stretching from the edge of 
Mexico far up into the Canadian wheat 
and cattle Provinces of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta.

The bringing about of this big reduc- 
tion in royalties to repertoire managers 
who are members of the T. R. M. P. A. 
is credited to Mr. Gillmore and Mr. 
Roberson, who initiated the move in 
behalf of the repertoire interests, and 
to Mr. Kane, who quickly realized that 
such a plan would be to the mutual in- 
terest of all concerned. The reduction 
will be made possible by the agreement 
that all repertoime leases made to T. R 
M. P. A. members will be made to the 
association by the Century Piay Com- 
pany under blanket contracts and not 
with individual members as heretofore. 
By bulking the gross number of wecks 
a play will be used all over the country, 
@ much lower royalty is possible to each 
individual. 


The plan will operate as follows: Prior 
to the actual opening of the repertoire 
Season a representative of the T. R. M. 
P. A. will communicate with all the or- 
ganizations members, learn the plays 
they intend to use, the routings and 
the number of weeks each play is to be 
used by each member. These plans will 
then be grouped under the heading of 
the various plays rather than a group 
of plays under the name of each reper- 
toire manager, and the contracts drawn 
on this basis. In return for the cut in 
royalties the T. R. M. P. A. will assume 
the responsibility for the collection of 
these royalties and be re-ponsible to the 
Century Play Company for them. 


In commenting on this radical change 
in release methods to a representative 
of The Billboard, Mr. Kane said in part: 

“I see three great benefits under the 
new agreement. First of all. the bulking 
of all leases of a given play will 
facilitate the handling of this play and 
automatically make possible a better 
royalty figure for the repertoire man- 
ager. Secondly. it should have a 
tendency to increase the membership of 
the Tent-Repertoire Managers’ Pro- 
tective Association, which has already 
demonstrated the fact that it is a dis- 
tinct and practical benefit to its mem- 
bers. Thirdly, it will be a telling blow 
at the still existing evil of play pirating. 
This will work to the benefit of play 
brokers, producers and authors, as well 
as repertoire managers. 


“I am confident Mr. Gillmore and Mr. 
Roberson put their fingers on an all- 
important plan when they conceived this 
arrangement. I know the few unimpor- 
tant details remaining are merely a mat- 
ter of formality and I firmly believe 
that the plan. when actually in opera- 
tion. will tend toward an even more 
satisfactory association than that which 
already exists between the repertoire 
manager and our organization. 

“You certainly can’t blame me for 
ferling that we have made a_ very 
definite. efficient step forward. and such 
moves are always for the best interests 
of all who are in the show business as 
well as for the business itself.”

porting in each of these lines running 
at 90 per cent of their complete em- 
ployment capacity. Makers of 
instruments come next: 42 
report operating with 99 per cent of 
their full forees. In only one industry, 
agricultural machinery, is a decided drop 
shown, those reporting operating with 
less than two-thirds of their comple- 
ment. 


The proportions in other industries 
that are operating with 90 per cent of 
their full forces are: Thirty-five per cent 
of the manufacturers of builders’ and 
plumbers’ supplies and the lumber men, 
33 per cent of the manufacturing jew- 
elers, 32 per cent of the clothing makers 
and in steel and iron. 26 per cent in 
machinery, 25 per cent in furniture and 
automobile accessories, 24 per cent in 
electrical, 22 per cent in automobiles. 
21 per cent in food and leather, 19 per 
cent in hardware and tools. and 16 per 
cent in rubberand music. In the miscel- 
laneous group (always a good barometer 
of business). some of which employ as 
high as 30,000 men, 19 per cent report 
operating full time and 27 per cent with 
90 per cent of full payrolls. 


“Analyzing the reports that have come 
to us from all sections of the country.” 
said John E. Edgerton, president of the 
association, “I believe the whole nation 
can be happy in the employment and 
business outook for the summer and 
early fall. When the manufacturing in- 
dustries of the country are employing 
81 per cent of the maximum number 
of persons they could possibly put to 
work, that certainly is 2 healthy situa- 
tion. Naturally. some concerns are not 
doing as well as they would like, but I 
helieve if specific analyses were made of 
these particular instances we would find 
that the pessimism is based more on 
what they had hoped to profit rather

We are 
now at the logical time for a seasonal 
slump in production and employment, 
but there has been no slump—only a 
falling off of less than three per cent. 
Another healthy thing is that there is a
